Project  Description 

The  applicant  proposes  to  establish  and  license  a small  wrecking 
facility  in  Lincoln,  MT.  He  plans  to  buy  wrecked  vehicles,  rebuild  them, 
and  resell  them.  He  expects  to  rebuild  1-2  vehicles  per  month. 

Potential  Impacts  on  Physical  Environment 


5.  Aesthetics 

The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act  requires  all 
wrecking  facilities  to  be  licensed  and  screened  from  public  view.  No  junk 
vehicle  may  be  visible  from  any  point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  a 
public  road. 

The  applicant  initially  plans  to  screen  his  facility  from  view  of 
public  roads  (8th  Avenue,  2nd  and  3rd  Streets)  by  storing  junk  vehicles  and 
vehicle  parts  in  an  existing  garage.  If  he  needs  more  storage  space,  he 
will  fence  a small  area  (50'x20')  in  his  backyard  with  corrugated  metal  at 
least  6'  in  height  (see  attached  diagram). 

There  will  be  a minor  aesthetic  impact  resulting  from  establishing 
this  facility  on  an  adjacent  property  owner.  The  neighboring  residence  to 
the  east  is  situated  higher  than  the  proposed  fenced  area  so  that  junk 
vehicles  within  it  will  be  visible  from  the  residence.  State  law  requires 
the  facility  to  be  screened  from  view  of  public  roads,  not  private  roads  or 
residences .

Establishing  and  licensing  this  proposed  facility  should  have  a minor 
positive  impact  on  all  of  the  above  criteria.  Additional  income  and 
employment  opportunities  should  result,  at  least  for  the  applicant/owner. 

9.  Distribution  and  density  of  population  and  housing 

Wrecking  facilities  are  generally  perceived  as  eyesores  and,  thus, 
detrimental  to  property  values.  The  proposed  facility  may  cause  a decrease 
in  adjoining  property  values,  particularly  for  the  property  to  the  east. 
This  decrease  may  negatively  impact  future  sales  of  neighboring  residences. 

10.  Demands  for  government  services 

Periodic  inspections  will  be  required  of  state  and  local  officials  to 
assure  compliance  with  state  law. 

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  Lewis  and  Clark  County  Planning  Office  has  certified  that  no 
zoning  exists  at  the  proposed  site  that  would  prohibit  establishing  a 
wrecking  facility  there.  Also,  no  private  covenants  are  in  effect  for  the 
site. 

14.  Transportation  networks  and  traffic  flows 

Given  the  small  operation  proposed  (1-2  vehicles  per  month),  no  impact 
to  the  above  criteria  is  expected.
